United States at the Hotel Gettys­ 
burg. 
The speaker was Robert A. 
Manchester II, Youngstown, 0., 
attorney and chairman of the 
board of directors bf the National 
Association of State Boards of Ed­ 
ucation. 
"I still feel that, wherever 
possible, the authority for pub­ 
lic education should rest in 
chests," Manchester 
he hod warned of 
the major denter of encroach­ 
ment of federal power that 
would come with direct fed­ 
eral old to schools. 
He warned, too. about the strong 
federal lobbies that are work mg 
to secure public funds for private 
and parochial schools and saw in 
that movement a peril to the 
principle of separation of church 
and state

' Other problems of state boards 
come from pressures from politi­ 
cal segments of state govern­ 
ment* for control of die states' 
educational systems and the pres­ 
sures from "champions of pet 
causes"

stantly bombarded by politicians 
and all sorts of pressure groups

Retired workers are the larg­ 
est single group of social se­ 
curity beneficiaries in the coun­ 
ty. There are 3.481 in this group 
and 
their

insurance

There are 177 disabled work­ 
ers in Adams County and the 
remainder is made up of de- 
' pendents of these retired and 
disabled workers as well as sur­ 
vivors of deceased woriers.

In releasing the figures, Dun­ 
ham pointed out that the social 
security benefits are important 
to the community as well as to 
the people who receive them. 
"It is a fact,” he said, "that

sentials. In this way, the bene­ 
fits have a stabilizing effect on 
the local economy.’

Two Headless British 
Soldiers Buried In Aden 
By DKNNIS NIBLO 
ADEN (AP)—The remains of 
two British soldiers whose heads 
were hacked off by rebel tribes­ 
men are being buried in Aden 
today with full military honors. 
The headless bodies of Capt. 
Robin Edwardes and Pvt. John 
Warburton were discovered in 
the Radfan Mountains 60 miles 
north of Aden by troops of the 
British-protected Federation of 
South Arabia. British army au­ 
thorities 
announced 
Thursday 
night. 
The shallow graves near the 
Yemen frontier were within a 
few hundred yards of where 
Edwardes* nine-man patrol ran 
into more than IOO rebels April 
30. Edwardes and Warburton 
were killed as the patrol charged 
shoulder to shoulder and broke 
through a ring of tribesmen. 
SOME ESCAPE 
The rest of the patrol escaped. 
An intelligence report said the 
severed heads were buried just 
across the Yemen border in 
Qataba. 
Four days later the British

By PETER ARNETT 
SAIGON, Viet Nam (AP) - 
Slipping out of their jungle 
stronghold in "D” x>ne north of 
Saigon, a Communist Viet Cong 
force smashed a government 
relief column in one of the 
bloodiest ambushes of the year. 
From dug-in positions along 
a road, the Viet Cong opened 
up with heavy weapon and au­ 
tomatic rifle fire that killed 51 
government troops. Another 30, 
including an American Ranger 
officer, were wounded in the en­ 
gagement Thursday 22 miles 
north of Saigon. 
Ten soldiers were reported 
missing.

TRAP IS LAID 
There is an average of one 
major Viet Cong ambush every 
week.

Thursday in traditional style by 
attacking three outposts, the 
district town of Tan Uyen and a 
strategic hamlet before dawn. 
Frantic radio reports from 
Tan Uyen, 25 miles north of Sai­ 
gon, alerted authorities. 
The attacks appeared coordi­ 
nated around Tan Uyen. 
By morning, three persons 
had been reported killed, IO 
weapons lost and two radio 
transmitters 
stolen.

force headed up the road along 
the Dong Nai River. 
Elements of a Ranger and in­ 
fantry battalion were in the re­ 
lief force, which moved in veh­ 
icles, American sources said.

“ POWER AT PENTECOST'' 
By REV. MERLIN G. SHULL 


Following the instructions of 
their Master, the disciples had 
tarried in Jerusalem to wait for 
the coming of the Holy Spirit. 
On the day of Pentecost, as they 
were all gathered together in 
one place, “ suddenly a sound 
came from heaven like the rush 
of a mighty wind and it filled 
all the house where they were 
sitting. And there appeared to 
them tongues as of fire, distrib­ 


uted and resting on each one 
of them. 
And they were ail 
filled with the Holy Spirit . . . ” 
(Acts 2:2-4). 
The disciples, who had timid­ 
ly deserted their Master at the 
time of His arrest and had hid­ 
den behind closed doors for fear 
of the 
authorities, 
began 
to 
preach boldly to the crowds. 
More 
than 
2,000 
souls 
were 
added that day to the company 
of 
believers. 
Aid 
Christians 
went all over the known world 
preaching 
and 
teaching 
and 
healing. They had received pow­ 
er from on high through the 
Holy Spirit. 


It is our conviction as Chris­ 
tians that thin same Holy Spirit, 
tho Spirit of God at work in our

NASA CAN MEET 
MOON DEADLINE 
WITH FINANCES 


By MARTHA COLE 
WASHINGTON 
(AP) - This 
country 
still 
has 
a 
fighting 
chance to explore the moon be­ 
fore 1970, if Congress provides 
enough money, says Jam es E. 
Webb, 
head 
of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis­ 
tration. 
Webb made the statement in 
testimony to a House Appropri­ 
ations subcommittee April 7. It 
was released today. 
Webb said NASA had to make 
revisions in its timetable after 
cuts in its proposed budget last 
year. But, he said, with approv­ 
al of funds NASA now is asking, 
it can still set important target 
dates 
and 
have 
a 
fighting 
chance to complete the manned 
space flights planned and pro­ 
ceed to the lunar exploration in 
this decade. 
“We hope that Congress will 
give us this fighting chance,” he 
said. 
Later, Rep. Harold C. Oster- 
tag, R N Y., asked Webb if he 
honestly felt there was a rea­ 
sonable chance of making the 
moon target in this decade. 
“ Yes, sir,” Webb replied. “If 
it takes more than 15 Saturn 
flights we will not make it in 
this decade. Our judgment is 
that we can do it within the 15 
and we can do the 15 flights 
within this decade.”

Saturn 
is 
the 
rocket 
planned 
to launch the moon 
flight.

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Race Problem Has Great 
SignificanceToMethodists 


By H. L. SCHWARTZ III 
PITTSBURGH 
(AP) - The 
race problem has great signifi­ 
cance for the Methodist Church 
and loomed large al the recent 
Methodist General Conference 
here. 
More than 2.8 million of the 
Cbnrchs 10.3 million members 
are located in the Southeastern 
states. They are the strongest 
bloc, numerically and political­ 
ly. After two weeks of soul­ 
searching, the conference took a 
strong stand toward racial inte­ 
gration. 
"We are one of the biggest 
churches. It means something 
when we let the world know 
where we stand,” said Howard 
Jones, a lay delegate from Ken­ 
tucky. 
MERGER PROBLEMS TOO 
But there were many other 
problems for the 900 delegates. 
Among them were merger with 
the Evangelical United Breth­ 
ren Church and other branches 
of Methodism, proposed union 
with four other major Protes­ 
tant denominations, and revi­ 
sions in worship procedure. 
The conference, policy-making 
body of the Church, meets only 
once in four years and must 
handle 
hundreds 
of 
matters. 
Methodists admit it is an un­ 
wieldy and imprecise machine. 
"I was more aware of that 
this time than ever before.” 
said Bishop Gerald Kennedy of 
Los Angeles. "But this is demo­ 
cracy at its best and at its 
worst." 
RIVALS POR BUSINESS 
The first conference was held 
in Baltimore in 17M, barely two 
decades 
after 
circuit 
riders 
started to spread the beliefs of 
John Wesley in the New World. 
Wesley wouldnt recognize his 
Church today. 
It is a corporation rivaling the 
giants of industry. Last year it 
collected from pa. ish.«ners SSM 
million to support 79 hospitals, 
105 colleges, the world’s largest 
religious publishing house, more 


than 1,500 missionaries, and the 
spread of its influence to 44 
countries. 
Although civil rights is the 
most acute problem facing the 
church, in the mind of Bishop 
Lloyd Wicke, president of the 
Council of Bishops, it is only 
plart of a larger one. 
CHURCH HAS FAILED 
“ That is keeping the sense of 
mission and vitality in a group 
that has grown so large that it 
has to reorient itself from the 
psychology 
of 
a 
frontier 
church.” 
Bishop Wicke feels that the 
Church has failed to provide an 
answer to the ‘‘Christian life of 
the city, the problems of the ur­ 
ban population.” 
A big step was taken toward 
merger 
with the 
Evangelical 
United 
Brethren 
Church. 
Al­ 
though it put off a final vote, it 
did call for a special session in 
1966 to take such action. Dr. 
Norman Trott, president of the 
Wesley Theological Seminary of 
Washington, 
D.C., 
called 
the 
merger 
"eventually inevitable." 
CLOSER TO REUNION 
The conference also moved 
the Church closer to reunion 
with three major branches of 
Methodism — the predominant­ 
ly 
Negro 
African 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
Church, 
African 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
Church 
Zion, and Christian Methodist 
Church. Combined membership 
of those three exceeds 2.5 mil­ 
lion. 
There was abo actios os the 
proposal of merger with the 
United Presbyterian Church, the 
Protestant 
Episcopal 
Church, 
the United Church of Christ and 
the Disciples of Christ 
Merger of those churches la 
not likely In the near future. 
The conference empowered Its 
commission on union to contin­ 
ue the talks, but it failed to re­ 
move what could be an obstacle 
to ultimate union. This is the

"DONT TELL ME' 
“I’m not saying anything, but 
not anything.’’ Willie backed off

Mays’ true nature, however, 
came to the fore. 
“I’m like this.” he said, “If 
I’m going to break a record, 
please don’t tell 
me.

Through the Giants’ first 21 
games. Mays had a batting av­ 
erage of .481 with ll home runs. 
No one in years had gotten off 
to as fast a start. How long did 
he think he could keep that up? 
“ Amazing, ain’t it?’’ be said 
and laughed. “But it won’t last. 
But I’d sure like to keep it go­ 
ing for a little while longer. I’m 
not doing anything different, but 
somehow the ball looks bigger 
coming into the plate. It always 
does look bigger when you’re 
hitting.’*

SAYS CREATIVE 
TALENT SHORT 
IN TV WORLD 


NEW YORK (AP)—“Creative 
people—artistic people—in tele­ 
vision are as obsolete as buggy 
whips,” said writer Roger O 
Hirson. “ And now that it is be­ 
ing flooded 
with 
second-rate 
stuff, the people responsible are 
going to kill it the way the big 
studios killed movies with all 
the Grade B and C stuff.” 
Hirson is one of the compare 
tive handful of major writing 
and directing talents that pro­ 
duced some of TV’s most mem­ 
orable moments, almost all of 
whom have quit the medium in 
favor of Broadway or Holly 
wood—Paddy Chayevsky, Tad 
Mosel, Horton Foote, Fred Coe 
and a few others. Hirson. with 
a Broadway show now in the 
works, has not written a tele 
vision show for almost a year 
and one-half. This Sunday, how­ 
ever, his “Don’t Go Upstairs.” 
will be broadcast by NBC’s 
“Show of the Week.” 
PLENTY OF OFFERS 
Hirson. who has had plenty of 
offers, flatly refuses to write 
scripts for the dramatic series, 
even the superior ones. 
“I think that I, personally, 
must not use characters like Dr. 
Kildare and the Prestons of 
“The Defenders,** because it in­ 
volves hewing to a format. Of 
course, it is possible to write 
moving cliche stories—it is al­ 
ways sure-fire when you start 
off with a man who is going to 
die. 
“But I believe that drama in­ 
volves taking the principal char­ 
acter—your hero—on an emo­ 
tional trip that changes him. 
Television series are not person­ 
al drama. Lawrence Preston 
never changes: nothing happens 
to him. Things happen always 
to some secondary, temporary 
character who disappears. But 
the heroes ride in on the white 
horse and ride out on the same 
white horse. Audiences know 
this and it keeps the audience 
from 
becoming involved—and 
they are never surprised. And 
they love to be surprised. But 
that is why television today is 
essentially antidrama.’” 
In fact. Hirson continued, al­ 
most every television dramatic 
show today is “really a Western 
in another setting.” 
Hirson. a New Yorker, was 
an 
English 
major 
at 
Yale, 
worked as a newspaper reporter 
and—by writing at night—got 
into television in 1954 
Among 
his shows were “The Weston 
Strain” on Studio One, "Jour­ 
ney to the Day” and “The Long 
March” on Playhouse 90 and 
“The Outpost.” on “ Show of 
the Week.”
